The Pilgrim Fathers left England because of 
religious beliefs. They went to Holland to settle 
and build their homes. Their children learned 
to speak the Dutch language while their parents 
spoke English. Later they decided to come to 
America. 

One hundred and five of them crossed the 
Atlantic in the Mayflower and landed at Ply¬ 
mouth December 26, 1620. Homes had to be 
built from forest trees. Many died the first 
winter because of exposure, lack of food and 
disease. When Spring came the survivors planted 
seed and raised a crop. That fall a feast was 
given when the crops were harvested. Samoset. 
an Indian Chief, and 90 Indians were friendly 
and came to the feast bringing wild deer, turkey 
and fish with them. Vegetables which the Pil¬ 
grims grew and cranberries which grew wild 
and many other things were prepared and served 
during the feast.

5. Joined the United Nations armies in a war 
to stop Communist aggression in Korea. 1950. 

6. Organized the North Atlantic Treaty Or¬ 
ganization to forestall further Communist ag¬ 
gression in Europe. 

7. Sent Military aid to Indo-China to fight 
Communism. 

8. Backed the Schuman Plan to strengthen 
Germany’s stand against Communism. 

9. Organized and supported the European 
Army Plan and sent General Eisenhower and 
divisions of our army to Europe to start the 
nucleus of an anti-Communist army in Europe. 

And on the home front, the Truman gov¬ 
ernment also brought the top officials of the 
Communist party before federal juries, prose¬ 
cuted and convicted them.

PROPAGANDA METHODS 

Propaganda techniques employed by some of 
the public leaders in the United States recently 
were condemned by two American church groups 
in declarations which have received considerable 
attention. 

"The demagogue, who lives by propaganda, 
is coming into his own on a national scale,” the 
General Council of the Presbyterian Church in 
the U. S. A. declared in a letter to 8.000 congre¬ 
gations of the church throughout the country. 
In the present “cold war,” the letter said, “false¬ 
hood- is frequently preferred to fact if it can be 
shown to have greater propaganda value." The 
letter also deplored the condemnation of men 
and women upon the uncorroborated testimony 
of former Communists. “Many of these wit¬ 
nesses have done little more, as we know, than 
transfer their allegiance from one authoritarian 
system to another," the letter charged. 

The Virginia Methodist Conference denounced 
use of the "big lie technique" in political cam¬ 
paigns and certain congressional investigations. 
Such tactics “spread the spirit of intolerance, 
prejudice, uncharitable judgment and lower 
moral standards,” the conference said. 

Creation of public sentiment “against such 
procedures" was urged in the Methodist declara¬ 
tion. To achieve such sentiment perhaps calls 
for a wider understanding of the techniques of 
the propagandists. Before World War II the 
Institute of Propaganda Analysis was set up in 
New York City and materials were distributed 
which analyzed and explained various propa¬ 
ganda techniques, of which the “big-lie” is only 
one. In the charged atmosphere of today’s world 
it is sometimes difficult to identify misleading 
propaganda. The truth, the discovery and spread 
of which is a basic purpose of democracy, will 
have less chance of being overshadowed if the 
propagandists’ methods are generally understood. 
—The Lexington Herald.

the anvil, for every time he hit 
the shoe he would hit the anvil 
and make it ring. Some smiths 
could almost keep time. I thought 
this was a part of the work. 

After the shoe was fitted he 
would back up again to the mule 
and nail on the shoe with special 
nails. When the nails went 
through the hoof he would clinch 
them with pincers and cut them 
off and smooth the hoof and 
nails with a rasp. 

Some mules had a bad reputa¬ 
tion, like some people: they want¬ 
ed to kick when people were do¬ 
ing things for them. The man 
had to be very careful as to the 
position of the mule. If you are 
close enough, he can’t hurt you. 
but if you are just the right dis¬ 
tance he can get in a good blow. 
Mules are like trouble; you have 
I to keep close watch on both of 
j them. 

I have driven four mules in a 
1 team. I know a lot about them, 
i Many people learned healthy les¬ 
sons from handling mules, from 
shoeing them to driving them at 
work. One of their traits is stub- 
I bornness. Maybe that is why you 
had to be close to them to keep 
them from kicking you. 

It has been many years since I 
dealt with mules. I have lost my 
mule of stubbornness somewhere 
along my path. In the hustle and 
bustlq of the world of today we 
need cooperation and to stop 
kicking like the mule 

Last week I went up Vance 
Fork to where Asberrv Stacy had 
his blacksmith shop. It is gone. 
A good road runs over the site. 
I saw no mules. They are gone. 
I saw a tractor and trucks which 
have taken their place. Asberry 
is gone and the children going 
home from school never see a 
forge or hear the bellows roar. 

Most of the blacksmith shops 
in Morgan county are gone. Amos 
Day of West Liberty was an ex¬ 
cellent smith. Oscar Caskey has 
a shop on the Long Branch and 
shoes mules and horses and does 
shop work. 

There are a few yet scattered 
over the county, but they are fast 
disappearing. There are only a 
few hundred mules and horses in 
the county. Farm machinery is 
taking their place. Many of the 
best farmers who cultivate large 
farms do not have a horse or 
mule. 

Not only was the old time shop 
a place to have work done; it was 
also a place for news and in¬ 
formation. On rainy days the 
farmers gathered there and dis¬ 
cussed questions of public con¬ 
cern and heard the news from 
far away places. It was an in¬ 
stitution like the grist mill or the 
water mill or the Sunday meet¬ 
ing under the o'd beech tree.

WHY ARE THERE SO MANY 
WHO FIND FAULT WITH OTHERS? 

Not long ago % person in great distress and 
disturbance of mind, discussing the situation in 
which she found herself, said in a very disturbing 
fashion, “Preacher, why is it that there are so 
many people who do nothing but find fault with 
others?” That is a question that is important for 
us to consider because I

that is wide open for all 
kinds and classes of people to fall into. Then 
why do people do it? What does it do? What 
are the consequences of that kind of conduct on 
individuals? 

I just finished reading a late book by Ernest 
Hemingway entitled “The Old Man And The 
Sea.” It is, to my mind, a classic. It is reading, 
good reading, but it was interesting to note the 
final conclusion of this book where the old man 
who is the fisherman had finally caught the kind 
of fish that he had always wanted to catch, suc¬ 
ceeded in attaching it to his boat out at sea and 
turning the sails for home. On his way home 
he was attacked by other fish, the shark. So, he 
undertook to defend his fish from the sharp 
teeth of the shark; he fought them, he beat them, 
he broke all of his oars and the instruments of 
his warfare but they kept on until he was worn 
completely out. Finally he drifted into shore 
and found that his fish, perhaps fifteen feet in 
length, attached to the side of the boat was gone; 
all that he had left of it was the carcass. The 
sharks had taken it, bit by bit, piece by piece, 
and all that he had left of that which he had 
fought so hard to gain was nothing more than 
bones. I do not know that Hemingway thought 
of portraying anything like that but when I fin¬ 
ished the book I thought of how often I see that 
happen in the lives of so many people at the 
hands of folk who just little by little try to tear 
down and pull apart and destroy the reputation 
and the character, or the work of some other 
person. Many many people have been defeated 
in the final analysis of things because fault find¬ 
ers were so busy tearing down the things that 
they had fought hard to build. 

Let us discuss why people find fault, and why 
do we find fault, with people. There is a reason. 
The first reason is very simple: they just want 
to find fault. That is what they are looking for; 
they begin for that and because they are hunger¬ 
ing to do it that is the reason they find It. But 
there is a reason behind that—why do people 
want to find fault and say cutting, unpleasant 
things about somebody, perhaps so innocent and 
trying so hard to do a job or to live as they ought 
to live? I find from the things that psychologi¬ 
cally we can find in people that they try to do 
it often to cover up for themselves, that is to 
build up themselves; it is one of the most foolish 
approaches to success or to gain something in 
the world but it is surprising how many people 
do it. They think if they have not gained what 
they want to gain or have not attained the 
standing they would have liked to have attained 
that if they can just tear somebody down, pull 
them down, that in itself will put under their 
feet a foundation that will gradually lift them 
and so they keep on finding fault, tearing down. 

Another very prevalent reason is a kind of a 
salve for their own conscience. That is, their 
own guilt is disturbing them and they think if 


they can find find folk who have not done any 
better than they, or perhaps are doing worse 
than they are, it will give them some company 
and that company will be a good fellowship and 
they will feel better when they have surrounded 
themselves with people that they have pulled 
down by their own simple fault-finding. Those 
are two perhaps of the most outstanding reasons 
why people fin'* fault. There are a few others; 
one is that some people just do not have any¬ 
thing else to do. They have no constructive way 
of living so they just go on in a destructive 
fashion and one of the most pitiful sights in the 
world is a human being with a dynamic energy 
that finds its resourses in Eternal God with 
nothing to do that is constructive—just going 
about tearing apart, picking a litile here and a 
little there and finding fault with neighbors and 
peoples and races and countries. 

We do not just want to look on .the why side 
of it; I would like to look at two things especially 
that it does. First of all, it is a painful thing to 
the person with whom or in whom we are always 
finding fault. That is, if it ever gets to them or 
is expressed to them. It is a painful thing, I do 
not care who you are or how much you have 
done, unless you have made up a terrific ability 
to stand up against these things that it does not 
hurt you. In my own life I have come to the 
point where it does not hurt me nearly so badly 
as it used to hurt me when people find fault 
with things: I want it to be constructive and if 
it is I am glad to hear it but I am not going to. 
be hurt as much as I once was hurt by destruc¬ 
tive, careless, foolish, fault-finding. It does hurt 
the object of our criticisms; they are never good 
and they certainly bring a lot of pain. If you 
could see or have seen the tears that I have seen 
and felt the anguish of soul in the persons that 
I have felt it in when they have told in their 
anguish to me their suffering and their feelings 
of anguish over nothing in the world but some 
foolish fault-finding of some few persons or 
person that they knew. 

I believe if they could have known what they 
were doing to a soul, if they had any heart at 
all, they would have relented in this and cer¬ 
tainly have tried to find something better to do. 
It hurts the one who is always finding fault per¬ 
haps as badly, if not worse, than most anyone 
else. As long as you and I can find fault with 
people it gives the kind of satisfaction that we 
will never be trying to do something for our¬ 
selves. We are satisfied as long as we think we 
have lifted ourselves, not by our own boot straps, 
not by any other force that is good but by simply 
tearing somebody down. It brings us to a state^ 
of mind that we do not do a great deal about 
building our own life, lifting our own spirits and 
character; so, it drives out. the hunger for doing 
the right thing and being what we ought to be 
and makes us unwilling to repent of the things 
we should repent of. You have never seen a 
penitent person who is willing still to fault find 
in his neighbor. You could find this true most 
anywhere you go, that the person who is penitent 
over the mistakes he makes or the heart that he 
hurts and wounds or the souls that he disturbs is 
the person who is trying to find good in the 
people that he knows. 

Consequently, you find today that this ques¬ 
tion of fault-finding is very prevalent. You will 
find it among the class of people, or classes of 
people that I have mentioned; not the people 
who are trying to lift and cheer, not the people 
who are looking for the good in folk, but the 
people who are trying to do something for their 
own satisfaction that in itself is destructive and 
trying to find a basis for building a foundation 
for happiness on something that will not hold. 

‘There is so much good in the worst of us. 
and so much bad in the best of us, that it hardly 
behooves any of us to talk about the rest of us." 
We all have our faults, we all make mistakes, 
but you never know how much you may do to 
help somebody over them if you will look for 
the good and tell them about it when they need_ 
it.

der.” 

He said the Republican pro¬ 
gram seems to be "indictment by 
suspicion” and "conviction by 
accusation.” 

"Government by postponement 
is bad enough,” he said, “but it 
is far better than Government by 
desperation.” 

In his defense of Truman, Stev¬ 
enson said the former president 
“revitalized the free world, re- 
tored its will power, fortified its 
nerve, united its strength, con¬ 
certed its purpose—against stub¬ 
born Republican opposition most 
of the way—and led the free peo¬ 
ples in their fight against im¬ 
perialist communism.” 

Yet, he added, after President 
Eisenhower promised the people 
a “new morality,” his lieutenants 
have “chosen their weapons with¬ 
out regard for political debate in 
our own halls, or on the level of 
political responsibility in our own 
hearts and consciences." 

Then he declared: 

“They have taken McCarthy- 
ism away from McCarthy. What

vantage "by shouting matches 
and degrading circuses for poli¬ 
tical profit,” he declared. 

“Surely the people are entitled 
to have the facts in the Harry 
Dexter White and similar cases 
developed, evaluated, and dis¬ 
closed soberly, honestly, impar¬ 
tially in a manner consistent with 
the national interest, security, 
and dignity.” 

He noted that Democrats have 
helped put across part of Eisen¬ 
hower’s program in Congress, 
and said such help would come 
harder after the charges in the 
White cases. 

Stevenson said the Republicans, 
before the election, promised to 
"heal their divisions, reduce taxes, 
I balance the budget, cut waste, cut 


military expenditures, strengthen 
the free world, liberate the en¬ 
slaved, restore peace and light, 
milk and manna to the whole 
world.” 

“Well,” he commented, “that 
would have been about as easy 
as for one Siamese twin to jump 
off Brooklyn Bridge while the 
other kept the skillet hot for the 
fish fry." 

The former Illinois Governor 
drew laughs as he quipped, “The 
attitude of many Republican lead¬ 
ers seem to be ‘I like Ike, but I 
don’t like what Ike likes.”

Helps On Pasture 
Seeding Have Been 
Cut In New Plan 

(From the Lexington Herald) 

Kentucky farmers who because 
of the drouth face a greater need 
for the Agricultural Conservation 
Program than at any time since 
the end of World War If, are go¬ 
ing to find it mighty difficult 
perhaps to get much ACP help 
under the new and rigid restnc- 
tions which Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture Ezra Benson has announced 
for 1954. The restrictions were 
outlined at a recent meeting of 
Kentucky PMA committeemen. 

The first setback is a 19 per¬ 
cent reduction in funds allotted 
to Kentucky fo£ the 1954 pro¬ 
gram, with the state getting $4,- 
725,000 as its share of federal 
conservation funds, as compared 
to $5,851,000 received last year. 
But this $1,126,000 decrease in 
funds may turn out to be rather 
small compared to the reduction 
that will be effected in actual 
expenditure of funds. 

A more significant setback is 
that the 1954 program calls for a 
restriction o f pasture-develop¬ 
ment and lime and phosphate 
practices at a bad time for farm¬ 
ers in Kentucky, where a large 
percentage of the farm pastures 
have been killed by the drouth 
and millions of acres of fertile 
land have been bared to the rav¬ 
ages of erosion. 

A comparison of the 1952 Ken¬ 
tucky ACP report with the 1954 
progra mfor Kentucky shows that 
new rules and restrictions have 


| been adopted which affect prac- 
j tices that accounted for 95 per- 
: cen’ of the dollar-value of con¬ 
servation work last year. If the 
, same pattern of conservation work 
j work should be followed by farm¬ 
ers ;n 1954 as was followed in 
1952. only about $150,000 of the 
1954 funds would be spent on 
"cost-sharing” assistance to farm¬ 
ers on these practices. Unless it 
-s considerably amended, the 1954 
ACP program can be of little 
benefit to drouth-stricken Ken¬ 
tucky farmers. 

Pasture development practices 
under the new program will be 
limited mostly to new seedings 
on shallow and eroded soils or in 
counties where grasses and le¬ 
gumes are not now included in 
crop rotations. Then assistance 
may be given only to farms which 
have less than 35 percent of crop¬ 
land now in “rotation” pasture, 
which means that a farm with 35 
acres of pasture would not be 
eligible for ACP assistance in es¬ 
tablishing additional pasture. Use 
of 1954 ACP funds for pasture re¬ 
seeding will be allowed only for 
land that is to be used for per¬ 
manent pasture. 

Assistance for liming and phos¬ 
phate practices are controlled to 
a large extent by the limitations 
on pasture development, since 
approved pasture seedings are 
the principal places where cost- 
sharing on lime and fertilizer 
will be approved. The new rules 
do not call for cost-sharing of 
top dressing and other uses of 
lime and phosphate which com¬ 
prised a large part of the 1952

Rabbit Fever In 


the Morgan County Health De¬ 
partment, recently issued a warn¬ 
ing reminder about tularemia or 
“rabbit fever.” “Hunters may 
well heed a HUNTER BEWARE 
sign,” Mr. Blevins said. “Most 
hunters think only in terms of 
the sign to keep off private prop¬ 
erty if they are not invited, but 
there is also an important, non- 
posted sign reading BEWARE OF 
TULAREMIA." 

Rabbit fever is definitely one 
of the dangers of the hunting 
season. Eighteen cases were re¬ 
ported in 1952 in Kentucky. One 
fatality resulted. 

Blevins said that small cards 
listing precautions to observe to 
prevent tularemia will be avail¬ 
able from the county clerk's of¬ 
fice when hunting licenses are 


issued for this year’s season. It 
would be wise to post this in¬ 
formation on the family bulletin 
board, too, so that all will heed 
the message. 

Precautions to take to prevent 
the disease are: 

1. Shoot rabbits on the run for 
a lazy rabbit may be a sick rab¬ 
bit. 

2. Never handle a rabbit found 
dead or brought in by a dog or 
cat. 

3. Always wear rubber gloves 
when dressing a rabbit. 

4. If the interna! organs of the 
rabbit show white spots, throw it 
away for it may be infected. 

5. Cook rabbits thoroughly so 
that no red meat or blood re¬ 
mains. Cooking destroys germs.

COURT RULING GIVEN 

FRANKFORT, Ky„ Nov. 23— 
An attempt to make a felony out 
of an offense that may be hand¬ 
led as a contempt of court mat¬ 
ter was branded unconstitutional 
by the Court of Appeals. 

Kentucky passed a law in 1950 
making it a felony to fail to 
comply with a court judgment 
requiring regular allowances to 
be made for non-support of a 
child. The Appellate Court held 
that such a proceeding was tan¬ 
tamount to denial of an accused 
person of the ‘‘rights, privileges 
and immunities of the Bill of 
Rights.” It pointed out that an 
accused parent might be willing, 
but unable, to pay a judgment.
